This paper is in response to the Restriction Requirement mailed on September 15, 2005. 
In the Restriction Requirement, it was stated that the inventions of claims 1-14 and 27-46 
directed to a positional encoder (Invention I) and claims 15-26 directed to a lead frame 
(Invention II) were distinct from one another. Applicants elect the invention of claims 1-14 and 
27-46 (Invention I) with traverse since there would be a significant overlap in the searches for 
the separate inventions. Since there would be no undue burden on the Examiner to search both 



inventions, the election requirement should be withdrawn. 
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
